NAACP Attorneys Submit Briefs 
In School Desegregation Suit 


Attorneys for the NAACP 
filed their counter brief to 
the U.S. Supreme Court in 
hopes of convincing the 
‘high court to uphold an 
earlier ruling, ordering 
systemwide desegregation 
of Columbus Public 
Schools. 

In response to briefs filed 
earlier by the Columbus 
Board of Education asking 
the Supreme Court to 
throw-out the systemwide 
desegregation 
ordered by District Court 
Judge Robert Duncan, 
attorneys for the NAACP 
said it would be a décision 
that would affect the inter- 
gration of schools across 
the nation. 

Attorney Leo Ross, for 
the NAACP, said other pos- 
sible alternatives can be 
ordered by the Court. “Per- 
sonally | feel the Supreme 
Court will follow the law 
and uphold the lower 
court's. decision," Ross 
said. “But the possibility- 
exists that the Supreme 


--Gourt will order only a cone 


tainment policy that will 
limit desegregation reme- . 
dies to the specific viola- 
tions pointed out in the 
suit,” he added. 

The filing of the 
NAACP's. briefs--was the 
final step needed before 
Justices of the Supreme 
Court-could begin hearing 
arguments on the case. 

According to Ross, there

In counter briefs of the 
NAAGP, the argument was 
made that the Columbus 
School Board took no 
action to eliminate segre- 
gation that existed in-the 
school system through the 
board's creation of five 
black schools, prior to the 
landmark “Brown Deci- 
sion” in 1954 outlawing, 
segregation. 

It Was also arguéd that 
the school system used 
their site selection and 
schoo! construction poli- 
cies. tc, segregate «black 
schools intentionally in- 
many schools built 
between 1950 and 1975. 

The briefs claim all these 
violations had a system- 
wide impact on Columbus 
Public Schools and a sys- 
temwide remedy is 
justifiable. 

In addition to the briefs 
filed by the NAACP, the 


American Jewish Con-- 


gress and the Fair Housing 
Council of Bergen County, 
N.J. also filed briefs that 
coincide with the NAACP, 
asking that Judge Dun- 
can’s order be implement- 
ed.

Andrew Woolds: An Paceual Life.

Andrew Woods was black and blind, 
two facts that might have hindered his 
progress. They didn't, . \ 

He was only 29 when he died in a New 
York hospital,Saturday, February 24. His 
life and death probably went unnoticed 
by most people. But those who knew him 
feel that his story deserves telling, # 
it has in it the elements of struggle and 
inspiration that lift a life to special 
significance. 

“Andrew always had plans,” says .a 
Columbia Law School classmate.; “he 
never let so-called handicaps get in the 
way of them.” And those plans always 
reached out to include other people, par- 
ticularly those whose rights and oppor- 
tunities were being trampled by society’ s 
prejudices. 

“The spirit of working with and for other. 
people was in Andrew from his early

Woods lost his sight at 13, ‘due to aliver 
ailment that also affected his physical 
growth. His voice was high-pitched and 
his stature small. At first meeting, col- 
leagues and trial opponents found it hard 
to believe that this little person was actu- 
ally a lawyer, but his wit and verbal skill 
soon convinced them. His long hours in 
courts and offices were supplemented by 
a vigorous social life that included skiing, 
bowling and disco dancing. 

The phrase most often heard from 
Woods’ relatives friends and co- 
workers is, “Andrew never stopped being 
concerned about people.” That concern, 
demonstrated in so many ways,and his 
refusal to accept second-class citizen- 
ship for himself or any other minority per- 
son,made Andrew Woods a leader. He 
will never be recognized on a national 
scale, butthose who were touched by his 
sensitive spirit know that the ranks of the 
kind and caring have lost a comrade of 
indomitable strength and courage.

The high cost of medicalcare is a barrier not 
only to cancer prevention, but to care and cure 
of other killers. Establishment of a compre- 
hensive, universal, consumer-oriented health- 
care systemis ong overdue: Such-a system, 


Meanwhile, 
prevention programs targeted to communities 
mast in need of. services should be mounted 
by community organizations with the involve- 
ment of the American Cancer Society.
